On the 20th July 1997 while combating militancy in the 
Kashmir Valley, 1/11 Gorkha Rifles launched an operation 
in Srinagar, based on hard intelligence gathered by Second 
Lieutenant Puneet Natli Datt. 

! A group of foreign militants had fortified themselves in a 
three storied almost impregnable house with a high compound 
wall all round which dominated'the area and afforded an 
excellent field of fire, 


On being surrounded by troops led bv Second Lieutenant 
Puneet Nath Datt. militants brought down heavy fife on the 
troops. The militants skilfully used the house and the pro¬ 
tection it afforded to thwart all attempts by own troops, until 
Second Lieutenant Puneet Nath Datt unmindful of his 
personal safety and undaunted by the heavy militant fire, 
leaned across the boundry wall, charged through a bail of 
militant bullets, placed and exploded pole charges creating 
an into the house, 

, A militant at that instant charged through the opening': 
bringing down effective fire on own troops. Seeing this 
{Second Leintenant Puneet Nath Datt bounced out of the 
cover, eliminating the militant by burst of AK file. 


An intense exchange of fire ensured and militatnta opened 
> point of exit at the rear of the house. Seoond Lieutenant 
Puneet Nath Datt realising that some of the trapped militants 
Were attempting to escape, quickly adjusted his position with 
tactical acumen ns well as combat tenacity and placed him - 1 
ielf in the escanp route. The militants realising, the hope¬ 
less situation charged out of the house, firing incessantly. 
Second Lieutenant Puneet Nath Datt displaying unparralleled 

J ourage, fired his AK-47 killing the second militant in a 
lost audacious eyeball to eyeball encounter. 


I Seeing this closed quarter battle yet another militant 
brought down heavy automatic fire on to the officer hitting 
him directly on the face from the window above. Bleed¬ 
ing profusely but unmindful of the grievous injury Second 
Lieutenant Puneet Nath Datt In a dazzling gallant move, 
lphhed a grenade through the window killing the third 
militant. This also caused an explosion of huge quantity 
of explosive and ammunition stashed hi the house bring¬ 
ing It down. 


The officer had by now killed three hardcore foreign mili¬ 
tants single handed and destroyed a well fortified hide out, 
He finally succumbed to the grievous Injuries sustained by 
him on 20th July, 1997 at 1215 hours.

Shrl Pasupati Nath Rui, Clevk-cum-Cnchier in the Bank 
who was the Chief Manager of the Branch at that moment 
mshed out on hearing commotion outside. Without wait¬ 
ing even for a split second* and totally ignoring the risk to 
his life, he chased the armed miscreants. The fact that he 
was unarmed did not deter him. Inspired by hie selfless 
nnd heroic action some policemen and member? of the public 
also joined him in the pursuit. Shrl Rai eventually caught 
hold of one of the miscreants and grappled with him. Thi» 
led to mibbing of tire other miscreants as well.

Flight Lieutenant Sandeen Khajuria was commissioned in 
the IAF in September 1989. He is presently posted at a 
signal Unit in Air Force. 

On the night of 2nd March, 1993, while he was working 
in GCA, from the conversation of the controllers on duty 
h<y learned that an aircraft piloted by Fg Offr SS Chouhan, 
(20996) F(P) had crash landed on the side of the runway. 
He Immediately set out for the crash landing site. On 
reaching the site, which took him about 10 minutes, Tie 
observed that the fire flighting was in progress and the pilot 
was still in the cockpit with canopy closed. Notwithstand¬ 
ing the risk to his personal life, he advanced to the canopy 
to rescue the pilot. The men who were only waiting fof 
such daring leadership also ignored the risk of being engulf¬ 
ed by the fire and joined him in rescuing the pilot who was 
in an unconscious state.

With total disregard to his personal safety rushed into the 
room behind his company commander. In a split second 
one terrorist broke free and, shot at bis conipanv comm an* 
der. Company Havildar Major Dhyan Singh, leaped bet¬ 
ween the fire and bis compunv commander and took the 
burst on his body, a fateful bullet getting in his spine, H* 
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fell for the man who had taught him the -virtues of a true 
soldier. 

Company Havildar Major Dhyan Singh, thus displayed 
dn act of valour and bravery in the face of danger in su- 
ying the life of his comrade at the cost of ids own life.

On 6th May 1996, an Armed dacoity took place at Ven- 
tiel ‘B’ branch of State Bank of Hyderabad m Nizamabad 
district of Andhra Pradesh. After the customers left th* 
premises around position in the premises around 2.40 PM, 
three persons armed with pistols and One knife took posi¬ 
tion in the premises. One miscreant stood before the cash 
counter threatening the Head Cashier, wliile the other per- 
son with another pistol stood near the Branch Manager and.

On seeing this, the other two miscreants 
c^me to the rescue of their person who had lost his grip 
over the bag.

At 0700 hours the leading scout saw a group of five to 
six militants. On being tasked by the Company Comman¬ 
der an other Rank opened flie killing two militants while 
the other militants fled. 

Major Jayant Kumar Tiwari, after a hot chase, shot dead 
one foreign militant but in. the process he sustained an AK 
burst on his left arm. Meanwhile an Other Rank engaged 
the militants to divert attention! In spite of being grievously 
injured, Major Jayant Kumar Tiwari charged at the fourth 
militant and shot him dead- 

Major Jayant Kumar Tiwari undaunted by the grievous 
injury and under heavy fire motivated his team perform to 
zenith resulting in killing of four militants and recovery of 
considerable amount of arms "and 'ammunition. 

Mnjor Jftyant Kumar Tiwari, thus displayed exceptional 
gallantry and bravery of the highest order.

(Effective date of the award : 2nd August, 1996) 

Naik/Driver Plant and Mechanical Transport Visheshi 
Singh Project Pushpak was detailed as security guard on 
a road at Khantlang in Tripura. 

On 2nd August 96 at 0730 hrs, ho \v a * detailed to accom¬ 
pany Assistant Engineer VS ChoughJe vvhd was carrying Rs. 
1,41,500/- for payment. At about 1230 hrs when the party 
reached a bend on the road, they found the road blocked 
with boulders. Shri Choughle alongwjth the driver got 
down from the vehicle to remove the pdOMfers, They came 
under heavy small arms fire and both Of them fell injured. 
As soon as he heard the gun fire and saw the officer and 
driver lying on the ground Injured, Naik Visheshi Singh 
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jumped out of the vehicle. Unmindful of his own safety 
he charged at the six militants and opened fire Injuring one. 
After further exchange of fire, the militants were taken aback 
by his courage and fearlessness and fled leaving behind a 
country made pistol. 

Naik DPMT Visheshi Singh thus displayed exceptional 
courage, conspicuous bravery, presence of mind and devo¬ 
tion to duty. With utter disregard to his personal safety, 
he saved human lives and Government money.

(Effective date of the award : 19th August 1996) 


Naik Jangbir Singh of Int Corps was tasked to obtain 
actionable intefligcnco pertaining to activities of hard core 
UEFA cadres in and around village Dharamtalla, Barpeta in 
Assam. A hit team was deployed alongwith Naik Jangbir 
Singh to react to available intelligence. 

Information about presence of a linkman, and a number of 
ULFA cadres, was obtained by Naik Jangbir Singh through 
his network of informers. ON 19/20, August 96 night, the 
hit team planned an operation to raid a duster of three 
houses reportedly being used as a hideout. 

As ti c team surrounded the cluster of huts, Naik Jangbir 
Singh volunteered to lead a sub-team. As they moved closer 
to the hut, fire was opened on tho team from two sides. 
Boxed in, the team leader and Naik Jangbir Singh imme¬ 
diately opened retaliatory lire in a counter ambush reac¬ 
tion. 

In tbe ensuing exchange of fire Naik Jangbir Singh was 
hit by a burst of fire. Though seriously wounded, he craw¬ 
led ahead to the opposite end of the lane alongwith the 
team leader and kept on firing till he succumbed to his 
injuries on 20th August 96. The move to the end of the 
lane by Naik Jangbir Singh forced the militants to aban¬ 
don their hideout and escape. 

Naik Jangbir Singh, thus displayed heroic act of valour, 
indomitable will and utter disregard to his personal safety in 
his fight against the hard core ULFA cadres.

Dashrath, LS CD II, was a member of, the MARCO de¬ 
tachment deployed in Jammu & Kashmir for OP Rakshak at 
Wulur Lake. 

On 22nd Aug 96 while conjointly currying out cordon and. 
search operation with 13 RR Battalion to neutralise Kash¬ 
miri Militants harboured in ihe village Talamulla the troops 
of 13 RR Battalion came under unexpectedly heavy unsup- 
reslblo fire from tbe militants. Appreciating the vulnera 
ility of the prevailing tactical situation Lt Gaurinandan 
Sadashiv Salkar, quickly mobilised his force to open up 
another corridor of attack on the militants from the water 
front. At this stage Dashrath, LS who was the LMG mac 
of the team inflicated heavy fire on the militants and snatc¬ 
hed away the tactical adyuntage that militants were enjoy¬ 
ing so fur. During the operation one hard core militant 
was killed. 

Once our troops gained tactical advantage, the team 
moved deep inside the marsh to lay ambush on militants 
fleeing the area and waited* for four hours in extremely 
inhospitable conditions. At about 0645 hours, one mili¬ 
tant was sighted escaping into the marshy swamps of the 
lake. Immediately, Dashrath, LS alongwith his team lea¬ 
der closed on the militant and tried to apprehend him alive. 
As the militant who bad camouflaged himself, tried to 
escape, Dashrath, LS pounced on him xUth complete disre¬ 
gard to hifl personal safety and physically apprehended him 
thereby displaying exceptional courage, relentless will power 
and presence of mind in the face of the militants. 


Dashrath, LS CD II, thus, displayed selfless act of conspi¬ 
cuous bravery in fighting with the militants. 

12 . Flight Lieutenant Sandeep Jain (19534) Flylhg (Pilot) 
(Posthumoua) 

(Effective date of the award: 26th August, 1996) 

Flight Lieutenant Sandeep Jain was posted with a Helicop¬ 
ter Unit since 19th Dec 94. He was a disciplined and de¬ 
voted Officer Of Indian Air Force. 

During the month of August 1996 Fit Lt S Join was on 
detachment to carry out air maintenance in OP Meghdoot 
area. During this period enemy bad redeployed (he forces 
ip Southern Glacier area and had established new bunkers 
at commanding positions directly threatening Indian Army 
posts, Accessibility to our posts had also become extremely 
difficult since helicopter route to the posts was under tbe 
enemy’s constant watch and threat, lt was a matter of 
great concern, since our posts seuld not be air maintained 
under the circumstances. Withdrawing our forces was con¬ 
sidered against the interest of National Security. 

It was, therefore, decided to launch a few dedicated air 
maintenance sorties to maintain crucial post at Hoshiyar. 
Fit Lt S Jain was detailed as Captain of these special mis¬ 
sions. He wag throughly briefed about the risk involved. 
Notwithstanding the risk, dedicated crew under the Com¬ 
mand of Fit Lt S Jain undertook the challenging tarfl bravely 
and intelligently. Two such missions were carried out suc¬ 
cessfully inspite of enemy’s intereferencc. During the third 
sortie on 26th Aug 96 after the load was dropped helicopter 
was engaged by die enemy ground forces and shot down 
killing Fit Lt S Jain and Ids crew. 

Flight Lieutenant Sandeep Jain showed exemplary cour¬ 
age and dedication by undertaking extremely difficult task in 
the face of known enemy threat and made ultimate sacrifice 
for the national interest. 

13. 9415627 Havildar Kishore Rai, 6/11 Gdrkha Rifles 
(Effective date of the award: 3rd September, 1996) 

On 3rd September 1996, at approximately 1400 hrs, Havil¬ 
dar Kishor Ral was leading a search/area domination patrol 
through a steep Nala on own side of the lino of Control 
in'the Pir Panjal Ranges (High Altitude Area) of Jammu 
and Kashmir. 

The visibility was very poor. While searching the Nala 
close to a steep cutting, the patrol suddenly encountered 
heavily armed militants. An Intense exchange of fire im¬ 
mediately ensured. The ANEs opened fire. In the conti¬ 
nuous and heavy exchange of fire the leading scout suffered 
gun shot wounds in his abdomen. Inspite of suffering one 
casualty, Havildar Kishore Rai maintained continuous offen¬ 
sive contact with the militants. By 1700 hrs tho militants 
came under heavy pressure from Havildar Kishore Rai’s 
patrol and retreated into the denser part of the jungle. 

In the meanwhile party was Ordered to close In under 
covering fire provided by Havildar Kishore Rai. 

The party soon came under accurate militant Arc and could 
not close in further. It was getting dark and Havildar 
Kishor Rai realising that the militants would attempt to 
escape through the dense jungle in darkness, ordered rest of 
his patrol to engage the militants and he himself crawled 
through intense militant fire overcoming the most inhospitable 
terrain and closed in with the militant. He beheaded three 
militants who were holding up the party’s advance. This 
brave act of Havildar Kishor Rai ultimately resulted in the 
elimination of seven hard core militants in an intense gun 
battle which lasted approximately five hours. 

Havildar Kishor Rai, thus, displayed exceptional gallantry 
and bravely of the highest order in fighting with the mili¬ 
tants. 

14. lieutenant Colonel Bachittar Singh (IC-37392), 35 
Rashtriya Rifles (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of tbe award : 29th September, 1996) 
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0» 29 September. 1996, a seek encounter operation was 
conducted in village Bugur in District Budgam of Jammu 
& Ka shmir . Lieutenant Colonel Bachittar Singh, was con¬ 
trolling the operation. 

At approximately 0830 hours. Lieutenant Colonel Bachittar 
Singh spotted two militants hiding in a depression in the 
vicinity of a house. On realising that they have been spot¬ 
ted, militants opened heavy fire and attempted to escape 
taking cover of wooded area. Lieutenant Colonel Bachittar 
Singh sensing the intention of militants, swiftly closed In 
with the mmtants, shot dead one militant. , In the exchange 
of fire be sustained serious injuries. 

The officer showing utter disregard to his Injury, ordered 
a Junior Commissioned Officer to redeploy and pin down the 
third militant and himself crawled up, out manoeuvred and 
shot dead the second militant. In this operation, three 
foreign militants and one local militant, were killed. Lieu* 
tenant Colonel Bachittar Singh later succumbed to his inju¬ 
ries. 

Lieutenant Colonel Bachittar Singh, thus, displayed act of 
unmatched valour, bravely and made the suporeme sacrifice 
in tho highest traditions of the Indian Army. 

15, 2669395 Havlldar Jaskaran Singh, 9 Grenadiers 
(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 27 th September, 1996) 

On 27 September 96, Hftvildar Jaskaran Singh was respon¬ 
sible to hold the most vulnerable part of the cordon in the 
paddy fields in Perozpur In Baramulla District, Jammu and 
Kashmir . Two terrorist commanders, who were holed up a 
in Perozpur, slipped into the paddy fields during the night 
with tho hope to use the dense growth to their advantage to 
get away. 

( On seeing the fields being searched, the terrorist charged 
firing nt Havlldar Jaskaran Singh hitting him with the initial 
volley. Unmindful of his injury. Havlldar Jaskaran Singh 
swiftly changed position effectively cutting off escape of 
the terrorists ana killed the leading terrorist. 

i 

Tho terrorist fired a second volley at point blank range at 
Havlldar Jaskaran Singh injuring him critically and dropped 
behind a bund in a bid to get through. Hnv Jaskaran, with 
a supreme effort pulled himself up onto the bund and with 
calm composure snot dead tho fleeing terrorist who was the 
most wanted terrorist. 

Havildar Jaskaran Singh single handedly decapacitated tho 
terrorist organisation. He however later succumbed to his 
injuries on 27-9-1996. 

Havildar' Jaskaran Singh, thus displayed extra ordinary 
individual act of courage, dedication and indomitable spirit 
at the cost of his own life. 


16. JC-468232 Naib Subedar Jaya Rajan, 21 Rajputana 
Rifles (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award: 3rd October, 1996) 

On the night of 03-04 October 1996 Based on hard intelli¬ 
gence, .an .operation was launched to apprehend /neutralise the 
insurgents in village Khonshaghul in Lilanwai-Phai (Maffipur). 
A platoon under Naib Subedar Jaya Rajan was part of one 
of the columns. 

On reaching village Lilanwaiphai at 2320 hour* it was 
revealed that Insurgents were hiding in the village. - One 
Villager agreed to guide the columns: On orders of' the 
Commanding Officer Naib Subedar Jaya Rhjan cordoned-off 
these houses. The approach frdm the- South was very diffi¬ 
cult with slippery surface due to the heavy rain and a deep 
fast flowing nala below. The JCO personally led his men 
to establish the codon fdr whith he had to pass in-close 
proximity of the house in which the insurgents wire hiding. 

Realising the presence or security forces, the insurants 
opened heavy volume of fire, as a result of which Naib Sube¬ 
dar Jaya Rajan was injured. Showing utter disregard Jo his 
personal safety, he crawled, reached near the window and 
shot dead one insurgent. 


He kept firing and giving directions to his men and did 
not leave his place till finally ordered by the Commanding 
Officer to do to. His courageous action prevented the 
insurgents from escaping and lead to killing of two more 
insurgents. His courageous action led eventually to his own 
death on 04 October 96 due to the injuries sustained by 
him. 

Naib Subedar Jaya Rajan, thus, displayed exceptional 
gallantry, superb leadership qualities, dedication to duty In 
disregard to his personal safety and made supereme sacri¬ 
fice. 

17. 4467910 Sepoy Surjit Singh, 19 Rashtriya Rifles 
(Effective date of the ward: 11th October, 1996) 

On 11 October 1996 19 Rashtriya Rifles carried out cor¬ 
don and search operation in village Wagat in Hapruda in 
Jammu and Kashmir Sepoy Surjit Singh was part of the 
outer cordon as Light Machine Gun Number 2 m the oper¬ 
ation. 


The cordon was established by 0400 hours and search 
commenced at 0630 hours. A group of three foreign mili¬ 
tants tried to escape through a Nalla. They were fired upon 
by the Stop Party. The militants retaliated with heavy volume 
of fire. 


Sepoy Surjit Singh with utter disregard to his personal 
"safety went from a flank, crawled forward and killed one 
foreign militant. Second foreign militant fired a burst of 
Universal Machine Gun on Sepoy Surjit Singh due to whieh 
he sustained multiple gun shot wound over epigastrium and 
left side of abdomen. Sepoy Surjit Singh fell down but des¬ 
pite his grievous injury, he killed the second foreign mili¬ 
tant. 

Sepoy Surjit Singh, thus, displayed exemplary courage, 
abundant bravely, tenacity and outstanding performance In 
the operation. 

18. Major Chandra Shekher Misra (1C-43848), 34 Rash¬ 
triya Rifles (Posthumous). 

(Effective date of the award : 6th December, 1996) 

On 06 December 1996 Major Chander Shekher Misra, 
rushed to the aid of one patrol of his Company which was 
involved in a fierce encounter with foreign mercenaries at 
village Datsan, Distt Badgam Jammu & Kashmir. 

With utter disregard to his own safetyj under heavy 
militant fire the officer quickly closed in with the militants. 
He waa a source of inspiration for his men. Duo to his 
leadership and tactical acumen his Company killed- three 
foreign mercenaries. 

The-fourth mercenary got into a nallah and fired accu¬ 
rately at the troops causing serious casualties. Major 
Chander Shekher Misra, understanding the gravity of the 
situation, moving close, fired at the militant, who fired back 
injuring him. Without caring for his injury, he got up to 
his knees, fired at the militant and killed him. However, the 
last fussilade of bullets from the militant hit Major Shekher 
Misra in the head and be succumbed to Iris injuries bn 06 
December 1996. 

Major Chander Shekher Misra, thus, displayed exceptional 

S illantry, sterling qualities of leadership, flogged determina- 
on and spirit.of self sacrifice,. 

19, Major Manoj Shrikant Karkhanis (IG-43431), 5 

Jammu .and Kashmir Rifles 

(Effective date of the award: 14th December, 1996) 

On the night of 13/14 December 1996 Major Manoj 
Shrikant Karkhanis of 5 JAK Rifles was incharge of second 
column for operation against underground hideout'at Jotsoma 
village in Nagaland. The column led by' him closed In 
around the hideOut and overpowered and, killed /he sentry 
of undergrounds. 
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6. Major Paramjit Singh Verrna (1042479), 
Jammu and Kashmir Rifles. 

7. Major S Ramkumar (SS-35684), 

15 Garhwal Rifles. 


Once the exchange of fire started, the officer approached 
one of the front rooms, pushed open the door and challen¬ 
ged the undergrounds. One of the undergrounds fired at 
him. The bullets grazed through his bullet proof jacket 
and caused splinter injuries on Jus face. The officer with 
utter disregard to bis injuries fired back with his AK-47 
Rifle and killed two undergrounds on the spot. Thereafter, 
he organised his column for clearance of the hut, consisting 
of seven rooms. 

This operation' led to destruction of temporary Head¬ 
quarters of Angami Region of NSCN(K) and killing ofi 
eight undergrounds, recovery of weapons, large quantity of 
ammunition, cash, motorcycle and incriminating documents. 

In this operation Major Manoj Shrikant Karkhanis led his 
column from front that killed five hardcore undergrounds 
and still exercised great fire control ensuring no loss or da¬ 
mage to civilians or their property. 

Major Manoj Shrikant Karkhanis, thus displayed excep¬ 
tional gallantry, Indomitable spirit and devotion to duty. 

20. GS-127660W Driver, 

Mechanical Equipment 
Damar Bahadur 
(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 21st March, 1997) 

Driver Mechanical Equipment (DME) Damar Bahadur 
Of Project Himank was deployed alongwith his dozer for 
hummer snow clearance at Rustse-Taglangla, the world’s 
second highest motorable pass. 

He volunteered for this task which is the toughest stretch 
for snow clearance. Summer snow clearance was started 
early and Damar Bahadur carved a passage through the 
daunting wall of snow which was 30 to 40 feet high at pla¬ 
ces. On 21 March 97, while on this job a retaining wall 
gave way. The dozer started sliding towards the valley. 
Even though his life was in danger, yet, he started ma¬ 
noeuvring the dozer to save it. All personnel present 
shouted at him to jump out, but he did not abandon his 
dozer. The dozer toppled into the valley and he was cru¬ 
shed under it. 

Driver Mechanical Equipment Damar Bahadur displayed 
indomitable courage and made exemplary efforts to save 
an expensive equipment of the Government at the cost of
